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Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claim 34 has been renumbered 33 because there was no claim 33 
presented. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 26, it is unclear relative to which claimed element the end effector(s) 
is(are) removable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 24-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yates, 
et al.-5403312. 

Yates discloses a bi-polar electro surgical instrument having two relatively 
movable jaws each having an electrode thereon which when moved towards each other 
to engage tissue therebetween is activated to seal and/or cut the tissue, depending on 
the amount and duration of the control pulses. Clearly the jaws are removable from 
either the patient's body or a laparoscopic port through which the device is placed. The 
examiner also contends that the jaws would be removable from both the tube 30 and 
the handle unit. The device also has a feedback circuit connected to the generator, 
which acts to measure the impedance of the tissue between the jaws and then controls 
the generator. See col. 3 lines 17-41; col. 6 lines 49-53; col. 7 lines 13-33; col. 8 lines 
11-58. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 24-27 and 31-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Parins-51 97964 in view of Yates-5558671 . 

Parins discloses a system having two relatively movable clamping electrodes22, 
32 one of which is connected to a handle for moving one relative to the other. Tissue is 
clamped between the electrodes and energized to seal and/or cut tissue therebetween. 
However, the impedance sensor and the means for selectively applying the energy are 
not disclosed. 

Yates discloses that it was known to employ the use of tissue impedance 
measuring circuitry and associated selective energy application circuitry using a tissue 
impedance sensor and appropriate control circuitry with electro surgical instruments. 

It would have been obvious to have provided such circuitry on the device of 
Parins, as this provides the user with means for accurately ending the energy 
application upon the desired amount of tissue damage to prevent unintended damage to 
neighboring tissues. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
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unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F;2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claim 1 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6267761. Although the 

conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because the only difference between the patent claims and the application claims is in 
the preamble regarding the use of the device to both seal and cut tissue as opposed to 

only dealing the tissue. As one skilled in the art would recognize, the same device 
maybe used to both seal and cut tissue depending on the current and pulse duration. 

Therefore it would have been obvious to have claimed that the device of the patent 
claim would be capable of also cutting tissue as one skilled in the art would have found 
it obvious to have used one system to have performed both of these procedures.
